A Multi-Benefit Proposal 


A plan to harness the waste products of southern California 


living for fire prevention, flood control, and environmental 
beautification has been proposed by a UCLA engineering professor. 


The most urgent of the three goals is prevention of the almost 


annual holocausts during dry seasons through a long-range 
development plan of the coastal plain. As a basic step, Prof. Albert 
F. Bush advocates creation of artificial lakes and green belts, fed 
by reclaimed waste water and dotting the coastal mountains. 


"From our fire research projects at UCLA, we have learned 


that with approximately 20 per cent moisture in vegetation, it is 
virtually impossible for a fire to advance through an area of fairly 
heavy vegetation," Prof. Bush says. "On the other hand, if the 
moisture content is below five per cent, it is practically impossible 
to stop a fire, once it gets started, by pouring water on the flames." 


Prof. Bush, a sanitary engineer who specializes on en- 


vironmental problems, notes that the Los Angeles County coastal 
plain alone now dumps about 750 million gallons of sewage water 
into the ocean each day. About half this amount could be purified 
and reclaimed at up-stream treatment plants, which would in- 
tercept sewage water before it reaches the ocean. 


The reclaimed water, under the Bush plan, would serve a triple 


purpose. 


(1) To create and feed lakes, in the high reaches of mountain 


canyons, which would double as recreation spots year around and 
as fire fighting reservoirs during emergencies. 


(2) To raise the moisture content of mountain vegetation in 


general, and to irrigate strategically located green belts. The green 
belts, says Prof. Bush, should be roughly 1/2 to % mile wide to 
function as effective fire breaks and could be used as local parks 
and playgrounds. 


(3) Reclaimed water not pumped up to the mountains could 


replenish underground water levels. 


The proposed Sepulveda Basin Treatment plant in the San 


Fernando Valley, which eventually may purify 200 million gallons 
of waste water a day, could well serve as a key part in the multi- 
purpose water plan, Prof. Bush believes. In the chronology of Ri/cin@SS 
southern California disasters, fires are usually followed by floods.

gathered 
furtively 
in 
a 


backroom to pare the payroll. 
Gleefully, they struck names off 
the rosters of the Defense 
Department's radio-TV stations, 
newspapers 
and 
other 


publications around the world. 


In flagrant disregard of Civil 


Service rules, Broger's hat- 
chetmen fired critics 
and 


"troublemakers," 
retained 


favorites and yes-men. There 
was high hilarity, for example, 
at the removal of newsman- 
sergeant Hugh Morgan from his 
Saigon post. Allegedly, he had 
been sarcastic about Vice 
President Spiro Agnew. 


"They called up and said get 


rid of that guy," chortled one 
bigwig. Not only had Morgan 
failed to show the proper respect 
for Agnew, it developed, but he 
sometimes 
wore sandals. A 


Broger aide laughed about how 
he had embarrassed Morgan in 
Washington, Morgan's new post, 
by staring at his sandals. 


The firings were supposed to 


be based upon the new budget 
figures. But George Mihich, 
administrator of the Defense 
Department's information 
network, confided to the other 
conferees that the figures were 
"so garbled up, and they are so 
messed up, that Mr. Broger 
would be in jail the first month 
he relied on those reports." 


NUMBERS GAME 


Blurted another official: "I 


told (Broger) we were just 
playing a numbers game in any 
case and he said, 'You're right,' 
and walked away." The con- 
ferees laughed at the idea of 
taking 
away 
employes' 


paychecks as part of a "num- 
bers game." 


After a joke about where the 


best "Johns" are located around 
the world, the conferees decided 
there were "too many civilian 
personnel at the (radio-TV) 
stations." Happily, they began 
to eliminate those who oppose 
Broger's censorship policies. 


After the most notorious had 


been fired, the conferees were 
stymied over whom to get rid of 
next. One official produced a 
list, 
explaining 
jovially: 


"Somebody threw a dart at the 
wall and said that's it." 


"If you want to rejuvenate the 


organization," suggested a 
chortling old-timer, "get rid of 
all us old folks." The idea that 
the conferees would eliminate 
themselves was so preposterous 
it caused renewed hilarity. 


An amused official whistled 


cheerily, then broke out into 
song: "Then it's Hi! Hi! Hee! in 
the Field Artillery. . . " 


But Broger's factotum at the 


meeting, 
special 
assistant 


Henry Valentino, didn't sing 
along. He began to worry that 
their purge list might leak out. 


"I suggest that all of you keep 


this in an inaccessible place," he 
said soberly. "I made a phone 
call this morning and someone 
else was on the line. When I hung 
up the phone, the light stayed 
on." 


"Well, I think we have to be 


careful we don't leave this in our 
in-boxes," agreed another of- 
ficial. "I keep my desk locked 
all the time." 


Their fears turned out to be 


justified. The 
transcripts of 


their secret deliberations were 
slipped to us. 


WASHINGTON EXPOSE 


Parking Pressure — The 


Federal 
Aviation 
Ad- 


ministration is trying to black- 
mail airports 
into providing 


preferential parking places for 
its employes who work at the 
crowded facilities. The FFA's 
strategy is to make us approval 
of airport improvements and 
federal grants contingent upon 
the parking situation. The 
scheme is set forth in an internal 
memo from Deputy FAA Ad- 
ministrator K. M. Smith to 
regional FAA officials around 
the country. "No additional 
airport development projects 
will be approved nor con- 
struction of air navigation or air 
traffic control facilities begun at 
such airports 
until 
adequate 


parking 
arrangements 
are 


made," the memo says. So the 
public will have to wait for 
better air safety until the 
bureaucrats have more con- 
venient places to park. 


Corvair Aid — We recently 


reported that carbon monoxide 
leakage may have made rolling 
gas chambers of as many as a 
million 
Corvairs. 
Tran- 


sportation Secretary John Volpe 
ordered the Highway Safety 
Bureau to investigate. Mean- 
while, we have heard from 
hundreds of owners asking how 
to prevent the deadly gas from 
leaking into their Corvairs. The 
carbon monoxide filters through 
the heating system. The best 
protection is to arrange an 
emissions test run. Until the 
system has been tested, experts 
advise us that it's safer to drive 
with the window open when the 
heater is on. Many owners have 
told us they wrote to General 
Motors about our disclosures. 
Incredibly, GM has informed 


them 
that 
they, 
not 
the 


manufacturer, are to blame for 
their gas fume problems. "As 
with any machinery, a Corvair 
requires owner maintenance to 
keep it in its design condition," 
GM's 
customer

customers.

By 11, it still had 
not appeared. Incidents like the 
one involving Fraser 
are 


common on the committee, 
whose chairman, John Mc- 
Millan of South Carolina, is 
considered the most tyrannical 
of all the House committee 
barons. Because of his arbitrary 
behavior, a group of House 
liberals will try to have him 
kicked out of his job when 
Congress convenes. 


Christmas Controversy — 


Some World Bank employes 
have urged their boss, Robert 
McNamara, to forego the annual 
Christmas party so that $30,000 
in entertainment and similar 
funds could be contributed to 
Pakistan 
relief. But other 


employes, more interested in 
their own Christmas cheer, 
grumbled that they want the 
party 
anyway. 
McNamara 


referred 
the decision to the 


bank's council, which voted for 
Pakistan relief.

Although the long line at the 


checkout counter or the teller's 
cage exists in the name of order 
and efficiency, there is hardly 
an American alive who hasn't 
felt it was devised to frustrate 
his urgent needs. 


Few people, aside from the 


little lady who slowly angles her 
way into position ahead of you, 
have solved the dilemma of the 
line with such ingenuity as Steve 
Lymberis Jr., a businessman of 
Alexandria, Va. He lets his dog 
do it. 


The dog, an English Springer 


Spaniel named Peggy, is walked 
to the bank door with the deposit 
pouch in her mouth. Lymberis 


opens the door and Peggy heads 
for her favorite teller. Lymberis 
lounges outside. 


Such solutions are rare, 


however. 
Individuals 
and 


businesses have been no more 
effective in solving or dissolving 
lines than has the Army, 
although the efforts never cease. 


One day recently an official of 


the Foundation For Full Service 
Banks, which is supported by 
some 14,000 banks, stood in line 
behind an elderly man whom, he 
surmised, wished only to cash a 
dollar or transact other simple 
business. 


instead, the man pulled from 


beneath his big overcoat a 
satchel containing bundles of 
checks and papers. He was a 


messenger for a retail store. 
Frustrated, the foundation man 
decided to survey his members 
on the matter of lines. 


Some banks, he found, ac- 


tually open more teller windows 
on Mondays, Fridays, paydays 
and at noonume, a remarkable, 
head-on 
challenge 
to 
the 


problem which ,it is said by 
those who employ it, can be used 
almost everywhere. 


Express lines were found to be 


gaining in favor. First National 
Bank of Atlanta, for example, 
has a special line for those with 
only a single item of business of 
transact, such as cashing a 
check or making a deposit. 


The "one big line solution" is 


also being used. The American 


Fletcher Bank & Trust Co., of 
Indianapolis, queues customers 
in a single line and directs them 
individually to the next open 
teller window. 


It is said to help customers 


avoid falling into line behind the 
old man with the satchel, and it 
does eliminate the irritation of 
seeing one line move faster than 
yours. But one may fairly ask if 
a solution can be achieved by 
employing the problem. 


In Baltimore, the Equitable 


Trust 
has 
erected a big 


Scoreboard. Customers take a 
numbered card when they enter, 
then sit in a comfortable lounge 
until their number and teller 
assignment are flashed on the 
board. 


Don'f Try To Sell It To Millions Of Americans

Americans are accustomed to 


hearing that taxes are anti- 
inflationary — that one of their 
purposes is to regulate demand 
and thereby keep the economy 
from becoming overheated. 


Taxes, we are told, transfer 


buying power from individuals 
and businesses to governmental 
units which ,then 
use 
the 


revenues for goods and services 
necessary to the common good, 
that is the official way of looking 
at the tax situation, but don't try 
to 
sell 
it 
to 
millions of 


Americans who view their tax 
bills as the most inflated items 
in their bag of rising expenses. 


The average annual 
living 


costs for urban families — as of 
last spring — have just been 
released by the Labor Depart- 
ment and they show that the 


chief increases for millions ot 
people were taxes — local, state 
and federal, income, Sales and 
real estate. 


The 
department, 
which 


regularly issues three budgets 
for a "typical" family of a 38- 
year-old husband, nonworking 
wife, boy 13 and girl 8, an- 
nounced that 30 to 40 per cent of 
the 1970 budget increases 
resulted from taxes. 


On the lowest of the three 


budgets, 
the 
family 
was 


estimated to need $6,960 a year, 
an increase in one year of $393. 
The intermediate budget rose to 
$10,664 from $10,007, and the 
higher level budget to $15,511 
from $14,589. 


All three budgets are sup- 


posed to provide 
sufficient 


nourishment, but the liberal 
budget allows for better meats 


and more convenience foods 
than the moderate plan, while 
the low cost plan has fewer meat 
and few convenience foods. 


The higher plan also permits 


considerably better shelter, as 
reflected in the figures showing 
that 33 per cent of the higher 
budget goes for housing, while 
only 26 per cent is allowed for 
housing in the lowest budget. 


All 
these 
figures 
are 


hypothetical, of course. 
No 


more than a few places are 
likely to be anywhere near the 
average, which is made up of 
great extremes, some of them 
due to the peculiar geography of 
certain regions. 


In Anchorage, Alaska, 
for 


instance, the average cost of 
existing on the intermediate 
budget was a whopping $14,535. 
In Austin, Tex., however, the 


same style of living could be 
enjoyed for $9,212. 


Even among the larger cities 


there were great contrasts. In 
New York, the intermediate 
budget was estimated at $12,134 
but in Chicago it was $1,014 
lower, and was lower in Los 
Angeles by $1,364. 


But back to the original 


question: Are taxes inflationary 
or deflationary? To some extent 
it depends upon your viewpoint, 
where you take the individual or 
the governmental view, whether 
you give or receive. 


A lot depends upon how the 


revenue is spent, whether it is 
for productive, useful goods and 
services or simply wasted. If 
wasted, then taxes certainly can 
dilute both 
individual 
and 


governmental power. Which is 
what inflation does.

A Multi-Benefit Proposal 


A plan to harness the waste products of southern California 
living for fire prevention, flood control, and environmental 
beautification has been proposed by a UCLA engineering professor. 


The most urgent of the three goals is prevention of the alm ost 
annual holocausts during dry seasons through a long-range 
development plan of the coastal plain. As a basic step, Prof. Albert 
F. Bush advocates creation of artificial lakes and green belts, fed 
by reclaimed waste w ater and dotting the coastal mountains. 


“ From our fire research projects at UCLA, we have learned 
that with approximately 20 per cent moisture in vegetation, it is 
virtually impossible for a fire to advance through an area of fairly 
heavy vegetation,” Prof. Bush says. “ On the other hand, if the 
moisture content is below five per cent, it is practically impossible 
to stop a fire, once it gets started, by pouring w ater on the flam es.” 


Prof. Bush, a sanitary engineer who specializes on en­ 
vironmental problems, notes that the Los Angeles County coastal 
plain alone now dumps about 750 million gallons of sewage w ater 
into the ocean each day. About half this amount could be purified 
and reclaimed at up-stream treatm ent plants, which would in­ 
tercept sewage w ater before it reaches the ocean. 
The reclaimed water, under the Bush plan, would serve a triple 
purpose. 


(1) To create and feed lakes, in the high reaches of mountain 
canyons, which would double as recreation spots year around and 
as fire fighting reservoirs during emergencies. 


(2) To raise the moisture content of mountain vegetation in 
general, and to irrigate strategically located green belts. The green 
belts, says Prof. Bush, should be roughly Vfe to a/4 mile wide to 
function as effective fire breaks and could be used as local parks 
and playgrounds. 


(3) Reclaimed w ater not pumped up to the mountains could 
replenish underground water levels.

In flagrant disregard of Civil 
Service rules, 
Broger’s 
hat- 
chetm en 
fired 
critics 
and 
“ tro u b le m a k e rs,” 
retained 
favorites and yes-men. There 
was high hilarity, for example, 
at the removal of newsman- 
sergeant Hugh Morgan from his 
Saigon post. Allegedly, he had 
been 
sa rc a stic about Vice 
President Spiro Agnew. 
“They called up and said get 
rid of that guy,” chortled one 
bigwig. Not only had Morgan 
failed to show the proper respect 
for Agnew, it developed, but he 
sometimes 
wore 
sandals. 
A 
Broger aide laughed about how 
he had em barrassed Morgan in 
Washington, Morgan’s new post, 
by staring at his sandals. 
The firings were supposed to 
be based upon the new budget 
figures. 
But George Mihich, 
adm inistrator of the Defense 
D e p a rtm e n t’s in fo rm a tio n 
network, confided to the other 
conferees that the figures were 
“so garbled up, and they are so 
messed up, that Mr. Broger 
would be in jail the first month 
he relied on those reports.” 
The proposed Sepulveda Basin Treatm ent plant in the San 
Fernando Valley, which eventually may purify 200 million gallons 
of waste water a day, could well serve as a key part in the multi­ 
purpose w ater plan, Prof. Bush believes. In the chronology of ^ U S /D O S S M l T T O r 
southern California disasters, fires are usually followed by floods. 


NUMBERS GAME 
Blurted another official: “ I 
told (Broger) 
we were just 
playing a numbers game in any 
case and he said, ‘You’re right,’ 
and walked aw ay.” The con­ 
ferees laughed at the idea of 
taking 
aw ay 
em ployes’ 
paychecks as part of a “ num­ 
bers gam e.” 
After a joke about where the 
best “johns” are located around 
the world, the conferees decided 
there were “ too many civilian 
personnel at 
the 
(radio-TV) 
stations.” Happily, they began 
to eliminate those who oppose 
Broger’s censorship policies. 
After the most notorious had 
been fired, the conferees were 
stymied over whom to get rid of 
next. One official produced a 
list, 
explaining 
jovially: 
“Somebody threw a dart at the 
wall and said that’s it.” 
“ If you want to rejuvenate the 
organization,” suggested 
a 
chortling old-timer, “ get rid of 
all us old folks.” The idea that 
the conferees would eliminate 
themselves was so preposterous 
it caused renewed hilarity. 
An amused official whistled 
cheerily, then broke out into 
song: “Then it’s Hi! Hi! Hee! in 
the Field Artillery. . . ” 


But Broger’s factotum at the 
m eeting, 
special 
a ssista n t 
Henry Valentino, didn’t sing 
along. He began to worry that 
their purge list might leak out. 
“ I suggest that all of you keep 
this in an inaccessible place,” he 
said soberly. “ I made a phone 
call this morning and someone 
else was on the line. When I hung 
up the phone, the light stayed 
on.” 
“Well, I think we have to be 
careful we don’t leave this in our 
in-boxes,” agreed another of­ 
ficial. “ I keep my desk locked 
all the tim e.”

funds could be contributed to 
P ak istan relief.

employes, more interested in 
their own C hristm as cheer, 
grumbled that they want the

referred the decision to the 
bank’s council, which voted for 
Pakistan relief.

Although the long line at the 
checkout counter or the teller’s 
cage exists in the name of order 
and efficiency, there is hardly 
an American alive who hasn’t 
felt it was devised to frustrate 
his urgent needs. 
Few people, aside from the 
little lady who slowly angles her 
way into position ahead of you, 
have solved the dilemma of the 
line with such ingenuity as Steve 
Lymberis Jr., a businessman of 
Alexandria, Va. He lets his dog 
do it. 
The dog, an English Springer 
Spaniel named Peggy, is walked 
to the bank door with the deposit 
pouch in her mouth. Lymberis 


opens the door and Peggy heads 
for her favorite teller. Lymberis 
lounges outside. 
Such 
solutions a re rare, 
how ever. 
Individuals 
and 
businesses have been no more 
effective in solving or dissolving 
lines than has 
the Arm y, 
although the efforts never cease. 
One day recently an official of 
the Foundation For Full Service 
Banks, which is supported by 
some 14,000 banks, stood in line 
behind an elderly man whom, he 
surmised, wished only to cash a 
dollar or transact other simple 
business. 
Instead, the man pulled from 
beneath his 
big overcoat a 
satchel containing bundles of 
checks and papers. He was a 


messenger for a retail store. 
Frustrated, the foundation man 
decided to survey his members 
on the m atter of lines. 
Some banks, he found, ac­ 
tually open more teller windows 
on Mondays, Fridays, paydays 
and at noontime, a rem arkable, 
head-on 
challenge 
to 
the 
problem which ,it is said by 
those who employ it, can be used 
almost everywhere. 
Express lines were found to be 
gaining in favor. First National 
Bank of Atlanta, for example, 
has a special line for those with 
only a single item of business of 
transact, such as cashing a 
check or making a deposit. 
The “ one big line solution” is 
also being used. The American 


Fletcher Bank & Trust Co., of 
Indianapolis, queues customers 
in a single line and directs them 
individually to the next open 
teller window. 
It is said to help customers 
avoid falling into line behind the 
old man with the satchel, and it 
does eliminate the irritation of 
seeing one line move faster than 
yours. But one may fairly ask if 
a solution can be achieved by 
employing the problem. 
In Baltimore, the Equitable 
T rust 
has 
erected 
a 
big 
scoreboard. Customers take a 
numbered card when they enter, 
then sit in a comfortable lounge 
until their number and teller 
assignment are flashed on the 
board.

Americans are accustomed to 
hearing that taxes are anti- 
inflationary — that one of their 
purposes is to regulate demand 
and thereby keep the economy 
from becoming overheated. 
Taxes, we are told, transfer 
buying power from individuals 
and businesses to governmental 
units 
which .then 
use 
the 
revenues for goods and services 
necessary to the common good, 
that is the official way of looking 
at the tax situation, but don’t try 
to 
sell 
it 
to 
m illions 
of 
Americans who view their tax 
bills as the most inflated items 
in their bag of rising expenses. 
The average annual living 
costs for urban families — as of 
last spring — have just been 
released by the Labor D epart­ 
ment and they show that the 


chief increases for millions of 
people were taxes — local, state 
and federal, income, soles and 
real estate. 
The 
d ep artm ent, 
which 
regularly issues three budgets 
for a “ typical” family of a 38- 
year-old husband, nonworking 
wife, boy 13 and girl 8, an­ 
nounced that 30 to 40 per cent of 
the 
1970 
budget 
increases 
resulted from taxes. 
On the lowest of the three 
budgets, 
the 
fam ily 
was 
estim ated to need $6,960 a year, 
an increase in one year of $393. 
The intermediate budget rose to 
$10,664 from $10,007, and the 
higher level budget to $15,511 
from $14,589. 
All three budgets are sup­ 
posed to provide sufficient 
nourishment, but the liberal 
budget allows for better meats 


and more convenience foods 
than the moderate plan, while 
the low cost plan has fewer meat 
and few convenience foods. 
The higher plan also perm its 
considerably better shelter, as 
reflected in the figures showing 
that 33 per cent of the higher 
budget goes for housing, while 
only 26 per cent is allowed for 
housing in the lowest budget. 
All 
these 
figures 
are 
hypothetical, of course. 
No 
more than a few places are 
likely to be anywhere near the 
average, which is made up of 
great extrem es, some of them 
due to the peculiar geography of 
certain regions. 
In Anchorage, Alaska, 
for 
instance, the average cost of 
existing on the intermediate 
budget was a whopping $14,535. 
In Austin, Tex., however, the 


same style of living could be 
enjoyed for $9,212. 
Even among the larger cities 
there were great contrasts. 
In 
New York, 
the intermediate 
budget was estimated at $12,134 
but in Chicago it was $1,014 
lower, and was lower in Los 
Angeles by $1,364. 
But back to the original 
question: Are taxes inflationary 
or deflationary? To some extent 
it depends upon your viewpoint, 
where you take the individual or 
the governmental view, whether 
you give or receive. 
A lot depends upon how the 
revenue is spent, whether it is 
for productive, useful goods and 
services or simply wasted. 
If 
wasted, then taxes certainly can 
dilute 
both individual 
and 
governmental power. Which is 
what inflation does.

Africa — For three weeks now I 
have knocked around this 
country, talking to government 
officials, school leaders, black 
leaders, 
visiting factories, 


farms, 
auto 
plants 
and 


numerous other places. 


Now, 
I'm sitting alone in my 


hotel room trying to sum up my 
impressions of this country, 
trying to clarify 
my own 


thoughts about the many 
problems This is my last day in 
the country. 


Of course, the big problem — 


at least as far as the outside 
world goes — is the official 
government policy of separate 
development for the races. 


In this land of 14.9 million 


Bantu, 3.8 million whites, 2 
million coloureds (mixed) and 
mure than a half-million Asians, 
there is only one thing I'm sure 
of at the moment: there are no 
easy solutions. 


When one considers these 


problems, he must not make the 
mistake of comparing the in- 
comparable — the Bantu and 
the American Negro, nor must 
he even compare them with the 
white settler vs. the Indian in 
early-day America. 


One must remt.nber that 


neither the white nor Bantu have 
any prior territorial claims in 
South Africa — for both arrived 
at about the same time. 


It was not a case as found in 


America — where the white 
settlers found the Indians 
already there, and proceeded to 
encroach upon their land and

drive them out. 


It must be further remem- 


bered that the nine Bantu tribes 
in South Africa are vastly dif- 
ferent, still hostile to each other 
and in most instances can't even 
speak the other's language. 


Although there are now many 


educated Bantu and the rate of 
education 
is 
accelerating 


quickly, these are a people who 
less than 100 years ago had not 
even discovered the wheel — 
perhaps because they had no use 
for the wheel, or thought they 
hadn't. 


I am convinced after even a 


short time here that the whites 
must of necessity look after the 
welfare of the Bantu. It is to 
their own advantage to make 
life better for the Bantu. 


And as one college professor 


recently told me, "We believe it 
is wiser 
to deal with 
the 


educated Bantu, than with the 
ignorant." 


Even though it is a big 


financial burden on white wage 
earners and salaried persons, 
the whites are breaking their 
backs to uplift the Bantu — in 
e d u c a t i o n , 
h o u s i n g , 


hospitalization. They did not ask 
for this burden, but are doing 
quite well considering the 
enormity of the problem. 


What the outside world hears 


about South Africa is too often 
the "separateness" of the races, 
with little or no emphasis on the 
"development" phase of the 
entire program. 


What also must be remem- 


bered is the fact that the great 
majority of the Bantu prefer 
separate development, that they 


want to preserve their heritage 
and culture and language. This 
has been proven in elections 
where the candidate standing 
for separate development has 
swamped 
the candidate ad- 


vocating integration. 


Being realistic, one could not 


argue that the Black South 
African has the standard of 
living comparable to the white. 
But again, the comparison is 
unfair. 


A much fairer 
comparison 


would be the Bantu and the 
black man in other African 
countries — Kenya, Tarzania, 
Nigeria, the Congo. 


I talked about this to a Bantu, 


a lawyer, and he said he would 
not like to live in any other 
African country, adding, "In 
fact, I would not like to be a 
black in America today." 


So what the Bantu has is a job, 


improving education, land in 
certain areas — something most 
other black Africans cannot 
claim What he lacks are certain 
civil and political rights, and 
even these are encompassed in 
the long-range program. 


Western 
democracy, 
of 


course, emphasizes the humane 
and tries to de-emphasize group, 
racial and even individual 
differences. 


Noble, perhaps, but it does not 


solve or even explain current 
problems. 


As one man aptly put it, 


himself a black African, "If you 
do not have a practical political 
system, all the humaneness you 
can muster will not begin to 
solve your problems." 


It must be remembered, too, 


that when the whites and the 
blacks came into this country in 
the 1600's, it was the whites who 
settled the communities, built 
the cities, developed the in- 
dustries. 


It is a foregone conclusion that 


the "one man, one vote" prin- 
ciple is no solution to South 
Africa's problem. 
It would 


mean giving over the country to 
a people to whom it never 
belonged. It would mean chaos 
and disintegration, and the end 
of western civilization in South 
Africa. 


The educated Bantu tell you 


this, frankly admitting they are 
not yet ready to govern them- 
selves even in their own 
homelands, much less a multi- 
triblal society. 


I have become convinced that 


this is the reason that outside 
agitators and terrorists have 
met with such little success in 
attempts to rouse the Bantu to 
rebellion. 


The Bantu looks at other 


African nations where there is 
strong-man rule, their economic 
conditions and decides he wants 
no part of it. 
And outside 


agitators will never succeed in 
South Africa as long as the 
Bantu believes he would be 
jumping, so to speak, from the 
frying pan into the fire. He just 
will not go along with 
the 


preachings of such men 
as 


Prime Minister Kaunda of 
Zambia, self-proclaimed leader 
of black Africa. 


Separate development is not 


synonymous 
with 
denied 


privilege and opportunity. On 
the contrary, it is the working 


toward identical rights and 
privileges — only they 
are 


separate for the races, each 
enjoying same in his own racial 
community. 


Naturally, there is not per- 


fection 
in South Africa.

shortcomings. As one minister 
said to me, 
"We are ex- 


perimenting toward solution to a 
grave problem. If some other 
country has an answer to the 
racial problem, I wish they 
would tell us and perhaps we 
would try it." 


In fact it gives pleasure to 


some government officials here, 
both black and white, to ask 
about

America. "Ah, ha," they say. 
"Neither do you have the an- 
swer." 


Certainly, no one can become 


an expert after only three weeks 
in a country, and I would try not 
to put myself in that ridiculous 
classification. 
But 
after 


studying South Africa for some 
time, I feel that the three weeks 
have given me a keener insight 
into the problems of this 
country. 


After weighing the problems, I 


am forced to concede that the 
separate development policy of 
Prime Minister John Voster's 
Nationalist government comes 
off best — mainly because the 
alternatives shape up so badly. 


And I might say, too, that I 


have been influenced in this 
conclusion partly through the 
views expressed in interviews 
with me by the responsible 
Bantu people.

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Sums Up Africa Impressions 
Shasta Art Instructor 
To Exhibit Paintings

JOHANNESBURG, 
South 
Africa — For three weeks now I 
have knocked 
around 
this 
country, talking to government 
officials, school leaders, black 
leaders, 
visiting 
factories, 
farm s, 
auto 
plants 
and 
numerous other places. 
Now, I’m sitting alone in my 
hotel room trying to sum up my 
impressions of this country, 
trying 
to clarify 
my own 
thoughts 
about 
the 
many 
problems This is my last day in 
the country. 
Of course, the big problem — 
at least as far as the outside 
world goes — is the official 
government policy of separate 
development for the races. 
In this land of 14.9 million 
Bantu, 3.8 million whites, 2 
million coloureds (mixed) and 
more than a half-million Asians, 
there is only one thing I’m sure 
of at the moment: there are no 
easy solutions. 
When one considers 
these 
problems, he must not make the 
mistake of comparing the in­ 
comparable — the Bantu and 
the American Negro, nor must 
he even compare them with the 
white settler vs. the Indian in 
early-day America. 
One 
must 
rem t.nber that 
neither the white nor Bantu have 
any prior territorial claims in 
South Africa — for both arrived 
at about the same time. 
It was not a case as found in 
America — where the white 
settlers found the 
Indians 
already there, and proceeded to 
encroach upon their land and 


drive them out. 
It must be further remem­ 
bered that the nine Bantu tribes 
in South Africa are vastly dif­ 
ferent, still hostile to each other 
and in most instances can’t even 
speak the other’s language. 
Although there are now many 
educated Bantu and the rate of 
education 
is 
accelerating 
quickly, these are a people who 
less than 100 years ago had not 
even discovered the wheel — 
perhaps because they had no use 
for the wheel, or thought they 
hadn’t. 
I am convinced after even a 
short time here that the whites 
must of necessity look after the 
welfare of the Bantu. It is to 
their own advantage to make 
life better for the Bantu. 
And as one college professor 
recently told me, “We believe it 
is wiser to

the 
educated Bantu, than with the 
ignorant.” 
Even though it is a 
big 
financial burden on white wage 
earners and salaried persons, 
the whites are breaking their 
backs to uplift the Bantu — in

hospitalization. They did not ask

enormity of the problem. 
What the outside world hears 
about South Africa is too often 
the “separateness” of the races, 
with little or no emphasis on the 
“development” phase of the 
entire program.

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Interview With McCormock As He Leaves Public Eye 


EDITOR'S NOTE:

the giants of the U.S. House 
talks about his years in politics 
in an exclusive interview with a 
man who covered his career for 
32 consecutive years.

WASHINGTON (AP) — One of 


the last of the political old pros 
had some parting advice for 
politicians as he prepared to 
close out more than 50 years of 
public service. 


"Politics," said John O. 


McCormack of Massachusetts, 
speaker of the U.S. House of 
Representatives for the past 
nine years, "is the art and 
science of government. 


"To be a successful politician, 


therefore, one must be close to 
those governed and must un- 


derstand their needs and 
desires. I believe the best way to 
gain this knowledge of what the 
people want is to remain close 
to them, to mingle with them 
and to keep in touch with them. 


"Politics, when 
properly 


practiced, is an honorable 
profession, one which should 
a'tract the best men and 
women." 


J o h n 
M c C o r m a c k , 


congressman 
from 
South 


Boston, top lieutenant to the 
legendary Sam Rayburn and 
finally speaker himself, will 
leave Capitol Hill when the 91st 
Congress adjourns. 


It will mark the end of 42 years 


of uninterrupted service in the 
House, including a record nine 
consecutive years as speaker. 


The 79-year-old Democrat did 


not seek re-election this year, 


making him the first speaker to 
voluntarily retire to private life 
in more than a century. His 
successor is yet to be named, but 
all indications are that the gavel 
will go to the present majority 
leader, 
Carl 
Albert 
of 


Oklahoma. 


McCormack has seen some 


major changes in campaign 
techniques since he started 
drumming up votes from the 
tailgate of a 
horse-drawn 


peddler's wagon in Boston. 


And he takes a dim view of 


some of the changes. 


"I believe the people are 


entitled to see their represen- 
tative in government and to hear 
his views personally and ask 
questions, and not through the 
medium of electronics or press 
agentry," he said in a private 
interview. 


Largely because he doesn't 


come through very well on 
television— he abhors the use oi 
makeup to offset his naturally 
pale complexion — McCormack 
has steered clear of the picture 
tube as much as possible. 


He is his own press agent. He 


doesn't like prepared speeches. 
He is best when speaking off-the- 
cuff 
and 
has earned his 


reputation as one of the best 
rough and tumble debaters ever 
to serve in the House. 


Some of his ad-libs have been 


classics. 


He once verbally cut down an 


opponent during House debate 
by telling him of his "minimum 
high regard." 


To a reporter who aroused his 


ire by suggesting he was getting 
too old for the job of speaker, 
McCormack replied: 


"Is there no limit to in- 


decency?" 


The McCormack imprint is on 


much major legislation enacted 
this century. He was a leaaer in 
fights for wage and hour laws, 
Social 
Security, 
health 


programs, 
job 
safety 


regulations, federal aid to 
education and lowering of the 
voting age to 18 years. 


A self-made man, McCormack 


won political success the hard 
way. His father, a stonemason 
and bricklayer, died when 
McCormack was 13. 


The future speaker, who was 


to serve in Congress under eight 
presidents, left school at that 
age to help support his widowed 
mother 
and 
two younger 


brothers. The boys had a paper 
route. McCormack later got a 
full-time job as a messenger boy 


in Boston's financial district for 
$3.50 a week. 


He left that job for a 50-cent 


raise and a job in a law office 
that gave him the chance to read 
law books. He taught himself the 
law, and eventually was ad- 
mitted to the bar. 


Of the many memorable 


events in McCormack's life, two 
stand out in his memory. 


"The most memorable," he 


said, "was the day in 1920 when 
we were married." 


The other was in January. 


1965, 
when McCormack ad- 


ministered the oath of the office 
of vice president to Humbert H. 
Humphrey. 


Until that moment, Mc- 


Cormack was next in line to 
become president. Lyndon B. 
Johnson had no vice president 
for 
14 months after 
the 


assassination of John F. Ken- 
nedy. 


"A great load was removed 


from me," McCormack said. "I 
have had many happy moments, 
but that was one of the most 
memorable." 


Does McCormack think he will 


nave any difficulty adjusting to 
a life of leisure' 


"No. I do not anticipate any 


difficulty. I'm going to miss the 
House very much, but so far as 
adjustment is concerned, I think 
I have a philosophical mind and 
there'll be no difficulty in that 
respect." 


Does he have any plans to 


travel?

Interview With McCormack As He Leaves Public Eye 


EDITOR’S NOTE: 
In the following article, one of 
the giants of the U.S. House 
talks about his years in politics 
in an exclusive interview with a 
man who covered his career for 
32 consecutive years.

WASHINGTON (AP) - One of 
the last of the political old pros 
had some parting advice for 
politicians as he prepared to 
close out more than 50 years of 
public service. 
“ P olitics,” said John O. 
McCormack of Massachusetts, 
speaker of the U.S. House of 
Representatives for the past 
nine years, “ is the art and 
science of government. 
“To be a successful politician, 
therefore, one must be close to 
those governed and must un­ 


derstand 
their 
needs 
and 
desires. I believe the best way to 
gain this knowledge of what the 
people want is to remain close 
to them, to mingle with them 
and to keep in touch with them. 
“ Politics, 
when 
properly 
practiced, is an honorable 
profession, one which should 
attra ct the best men and 
women.” 
J o h n 
M c C o r m a c k , 
congressm an 
from 
South 
Boston, top lieutenant to the 
legendary Sam Rayburn and 
finally speaker himself, will 
leave Capitol Hill when the 91st 
Congress adjourns. 
It will mark the end of 42 years 
of uninterrupted service in the 
House, including a record nine 
consecutive years as speaker. 
The 79-year-old Democrat did 
not seek re-election this year, 


making him the first speaker to 
voluntarily retire to private life 
in more than a century. His 
successor is yet to be named, but 
all indications are that the gavel 
will go to the present majority 
leader, 
Carl 
Albert 
of 
Oklahoma. 
McCormack has seen some 
major changes in campaign 
techniques since he started 
drumming up votes from the 
tailgate of 
a 
horse-drawn 
peddler’s wagon in Boston. 
And he takes a dim view of 
some of the changes. 
“I believe the people are 
entitled to see their represen­ 
tative in government and to hear 
his views personally and ask 
questions, and not through the 
medium of electronics or press 
agentry,” he said in a private 
interview. 


Largely because he doesn’t 
come through very well on 
television — he abhors the use of 
makeup to offset his naturally 
pale complexion — McCormack 
has steered clear of the picture 
tube as much as possible. 
He is his own press agent. He 
doesn’t like prepared speeches. 
He is best when speaking off-the- 
cuff 
and 
has 
earned 
his 
reputation as one of the best 
rough and tumble debaters ever 
to serve in the House. 
Some of his ad-libs have been 
classics. 
He once verbally cut down an 
opponent during House debate 
by telling him of his “ minimum 
high regard.” 
To a reporter who aroused his 
ire by suggesting he was getting 
too old for the job of speaker, 
McCormack replied: 


“Is there no limit to in­ 
decency?” 
The McCormack imprint is on 
much major legislation enacted 
this century. He was a leaoer in 
fights for wage and hour laws, 
Social 
Security, 
health 
programs, 
job 
safety 
regulations, federal aid to 
education and lowering of the 
voting age to 18 years. 
A self-made man, McCormack 
won political success the hard 
way. His father, a stonemason 
and bricklayer, died when 
McCormack was 13. 
The future speaker, who was 
to serve in Congress under eight 
presidents, left school at that 
age to help support his widowed 
mother 
and 
two 
younger 
brothers. The boys had a paper 
route. McCormack later got a 
full-time job as a messenger boy 


in Boston’s financial district for 
$3.50 a week. 
He left that job for a 50-cent 
raise and a job in a law office 
that gave him the chance to read 
law books. He taught himself the 
law, and eventually was ad­ 
mitted to the bar. 
Of the many m em orable 
events in McCormack’s life, two 
stand out in his memory. 
“The most memorable,” he 
said, “was the day in 1920 when 
we were married.” 
The other was in January, 
1965, when McCormack ad­ 
ministered the oath of the office 
of vice president to Humbert H. 
Humphrey. 
Until 
that moment, 
Mc­ 
Cormack was next in line to 
become president. Lyndon B. 
Johnson had no vice president 
for

months 
after 
the 


assassination of John F. Ken­ 
nedy. 
“A great load was removed 
from me,” McCormack said. “I 
have had many happy moments, 
but that was one of the most 
memorable.” 
Does McCormack think he will 
have any difficulty adjusting to 
a life of leisure? 
“No. I do not anticipate any 
difficulty. I’m going to miss the 
House very much, but so far as 
adjustment is concerned, I think 
I have a philosophical mind and 
there’ll be no difficulty in that 
respect.”

That bill includes $500 million 
for military sales credits to help 
bolster Israel's armed forces. 


But with that snarl settled, the 


Senate rejected a compromise 
version of yet another aid bill, 
this one the basic, $2.53 billion 
appropriation measure. 


That one foundered on Senate 


resistance to a $200 million item 
for foreign military credits, 
which has not been cleared by 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. It will take a new 
compromise to settle that one. 


Senate-House 
conferees, 


meanwhile, agreed to a com- 
promise food stamp program 
which unless enacted by the first 
of the year will run out of funds, 
probably in January 


Sen George McGovern, D-S.

Civilisation Series To 
End December 30

“The cathedrals were built to 
the glory of God. New York was 
built to the glory of mammon — 
money, gain, the new god of the 
19th century.” 
Kenneth Clark evaluates a 
time of “ Heroic M aterialism ” 
as 
his 
m onum ental 
series 
“Civilisation” has its concluding 
program Dec. 30, at 8:30 p.m. on 
Channel 9. 
Instead of painting and a r­ 
chitecture, he sees engineering 
as “ the strongest c reativ e 
impulse” of modern era. 


As the series ends, Clark 


concedes that the “future of 
civilisation does not look very 
bright.” He then states his 
credo: “ I believe that order is 
better than chaos, creation 
better than destruction. I prefer 
gentleness 
to 
violence, 
forgiveness to vendetta. On the 
whole I think that knowledge is 
preferable to ignorance, and I 
am sure that human sympathy 
is more valuable than ideology . 
.. Above all, I believe in the God- 
given 
genius of 
certain 
in­ 
dividuals, and I value a society 
that m akes th eir existence 
possible.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - When 
the Apollo 14 astronauts prowl 
the moon, they will attem pt to 
pull a two-wheel cart up a 400- 
foot-high slope 
littered 
with 
rocks as large as automobiles. 


At the top of the 12-to-15- 
degree slope is the rim of Cone 
Crater where the explorers hope 
to find soil dating back to the 
creation of the moon. 


Details of the lunar excursion 
were discussed at a news con­ 
ference M onday by Apollo 
Mission Director Chester M. 
Lee. Apollo 14 is scheduled for 
launching from Cape Kennedy 
Jan. 31 on a nine-day flight. 


Lee said astronauts Alan B. 
Shepard Jr. 
and 
Edgar D. 
Mitchell will try a tricky pin­ 
point landing in a narrow valley 
surrounded 
by 
the rugged 
highlands of the Fra Mauro 
formation. They plan two out­ 
side excursions, each lasting 
between four and five hours. 


The third crewman, Stuart A. 
Roosa, will orbit the moon alone 
in the command ship Kitty 
Hawk, photographing future 
landing sites and conducting 
scientific experiments. 
During the first moon walk 
Shepard and Mitchell will set up 


a 
nuclear-pow ered 
science 
station intended to relay data 
back to earth for a year or more 
on such things as moonquakes, 
meteorite 
impacts, 
magnetic 
fields and radiation. 


The second walk, after a nine- 
hour rest in the lunar module 
they have named for the star 
Antares, will be a geology field 
trip. The rim of Cone Crater, 
half a mile from the landing site, 
will be the goal. 


Lee said that the moonmen 
would visit several geologically 
interesting features that would 
extend 
their total walking 
distance to and from the crater 
to a little more than a mile and a 
half. 


Shepard and Mitchell will be 
the first astronauts to use a two- 
wheel carrier that looks like a 
small rickshaw. They will load it 
w ith 
shovels, 
ham m ers, 
cam eras, sample bags and other 
tools of the moon explorer.

Mauro highlands 
were believed to have been 
formed eons ago by debris

meteorite struck the moon and 
carved 
out the giant Mare

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Dumping Pollutants 
Into Ocean Banned 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 


halt has been ordered to dum- 
ping of pollutants in the Pacific 
Ocean off the Golden Gate in the 
wake of a report that industrial 
wastes are damaging sea life. 


The San Francisco Bay 


Regional Water Quality Control 
Board acted Tuesday following 
study by the state Department 
of Fish and Game. 


"We've got to stop using the 


ocean as a garbage can," said 
board chairman William Weber. 


The ban, effective Jan. i, 


prohibits waste dumping for 
three miles offshore from Point 
Reyes, 35 miles north of here, to 
Montar Point, 20 miles to the 
south. It also prohibits dumping 
for a three-mile wide strip from 
the Golden Gate to the Farallone 
Islands, 25 miles to sea. 


Also banned is any dumping in 


surrounding waters where the 
pollution would affect the 
quality of water in 
those 


boundaries with a few tem- 
porary exceptions. 


The board authorized its own 


study last month after state Fish 
and Game biologists warned 
that a dramatic drop in the crab 
harvest — to about one-sixth its 
level 13 years ago — apparently 
was caused by dumping of toxic 
industrial wastes in the Gulf of 


the Farallones. 


The biologists said the wastes 


apparently were killing the crab 
larvae, which float near the 
surface for about no 
days 


before sinking to the bottom for 
maturing. 


The Army Corps of Engineers 


was given until next June 30 to 
report on whether its dumping 
or dredge tailings at sea pollute 
the water. 


Three other temporary ex- 


ceptions were for 
industrial 


firms. 


The Oakland Scavenger Co. 


was given until the end of the 
1971 canning season 
— ap- 


proximately mid-October — to 
quit dumping up to 70,000 tons of 
cannery waste at sea. 


Standard Oil of California at 


Richmond was given a full year 
— until Dec. 31, 1971 — to set up 
new equipment to purify toxic 
industrial wastes it now dumps 
at sea at the rate of 3.8 million 
gallons per year. 


The United States Steel plant 


at Pittsburgh was given until 
next April 30 to make other 
arrangements to dispose of 
some 15 million gallons of acid 
steel 
wastes, 
including 


sulphates and heavy metal 
solutions, which it customarily 
barges out to sea each year.

A LONG ONE — Heavy railroad equipment brought the first ribbon rail to Red Bluff yesterday, 
holding up traffic for a little while in the city center. Railroad crossings were closed as 2,700 feet of 
track were laid from the south end of town to Cedar Street. Each rail is 1,440 feet long, eliminating 
many man hours of maintenance. Southern Pacific Railroad says it's part of a modernization 
program. The rail will be put into permanent place within a few weeks.

Ocean off the Golden G ate in the 
w ake of a report that industrial 
w astes are dam aging sea life.

R eyes, 35 m iles north of here, to 
Montar Point, 20 m iles to the 
south. It also prohibits dumping 
for a three-m ile w ide strip from 
the Golden G ate to the Farallone 
Islands, 25 m iles to sea.

The board authorized its own 
study last month after state Fish 
and G am e 
biologists

the Farallones. 
The biologists said the w astes
